Both in civil and criminal procedure these things| 
are true. 


The fact outstanding among all others arid bitte:-,. 
to the tongue of one who looks for balm in this Gil- 
ead, is that during the era of America development 
there has not been one new principle of law»written on 
our statute books; not one new form of procedure 
adopted. 

In this same era, the United States has been 
formed; a scattered agricultural and maritime popula- 
tion of fiye millions has been changed into an in-

If you are fortunate enough 
to have a supply of canned rhubarb 
left from last Summer, you can 
some very delicious con- 
serves with the Winter fruits. Rhu- 
barb, raisins, and oranges combine 
to make a delicious marmalade, or 
you may use rhubarb and pitieap- 
ple with equally good results. An- 
other good marmalade is made by 
combining apples and quince and, 
of course, there is nothing more 
delicious than orange marmalade.
